105,000 acres of land, having increas/ 
ed their total during the past sum 
mer by breaking 6,000 acres of new 
land and summer-fallowing  33,00( 
acres, The major part of this larg: 
acreage is sown to grain. The cattl: 
herds now number 22,500 head, whicl 
includes an increase this year of ap- 
proximately 6,000 calves, During 
1928 the Indians sold beef cattle ty 
the value of approximately $184,00C 
and in adcltion they provided beei 
for their own requirements valued at 
$40,000,

tumn of 1929. 

During the past year 70,000 tons

_ Safety Of the Empire 


Assures the Dominions That Nothing 
Will Be Done To Menace Our 
Security 


London, England. — Prime Minis- 
|ter Ramsay MacDonald apparently 
aroused by the attacks made by cer- 
|tain naval experts, including Lord 
| Bridgeman, former Conservative first 
|lord of the admiralty, upon the gov- 
| ernment’s proposals for naval reduc- 
tions, has definitely assured the Do- 
minions’ representatives in England, 
that he may be depended upon to do 
nothing that will menace the security 
of the empire. 

The criticism of the Conservative 
admiralty ex-officials, including Vice- 
Admiral Taylor, is based on the pro- 
posed reductions of the cruiser fleet 
from 70 to 50 vessels. Mr. MacDon- 
ald's contention is that in view of 
world conditions and particularly of 
the Kellogg pact, no country in the 
| world wants, or is in a position, to 
attack for the next 10 years at least, 
and that the big question before all 
| the powers at the forthcoming confer- 
|ence is how far they can take advant- 
| age of this situation and reduce their 
|naval armaments and expenditures

Washington.—The close of the first 
decade of national prohibition in the 
United States, found anti-liquor laws 
figuring prominently in the news from 
| widely separated sections of the na-

At Washington congressional com- 
mittees prepared legislation to carry 
out recommendations for improved en- 
forcement, sponsored by President 
| Hoover and the law enforcement com- 
mission. . 

Chairman Wickersham, of the com- 
mission, issued a statement support- 
ing the constitutionality of the pro- 
;posal for trying minor prohibition 
cases before U.S. commissioners.

Premier MacDonald stressed that 
if the conference failed, it would 
mean the world would be faced with 
/10 or 20 years’ competitive naval 
building. But he was confident it 
would achieve a treaty effective in 
reducing navies to the lowest level 
consistent with national safety. 

Today also, Lord Bridgeman, first 
Lord of the Admiralty, in the former 
Conservative Government, attacked 
the Labor Government for lowering 
the British level of cruisers neces- 
sary for Empire defence, from 70 to 
50. The justification for this given 
by the government, the improved at- 
|mosphere resulting from the Paris 
pact, “is most unconvincing,” Lord 
Bridgeman said. 

Speaking to the British Naval 
League, Lord Bridgeman added the 
belief that some agreement might be 
reached in a spirit of give-and-take; 
‘put others must give as well as our- 
selves,” 

At another meeting, Vice-Admiral 
E. A. Taylor also expressed grave 
fears for the future of Britain's naval 
defences and some doubts as to the 
security offered by the Kellogg-Briand 
pact. 

“The Kellogg pact is no guarantee 
whatever that war is a thing of the 
past,” Vice-Admiral Taylor declared.

While Canadians feel 
when ever they think of eating horse 
over in Europe it has become quit« 
the ordinary edibles, and now ou: 
cayuse is to cross the briny ocean al 
dolled up in tin packages for the Eu 
ropeans toimunch, In brief some en 
terprising Yankees announce they in- 
tend to set up a plant at Calgary anc 
employ from 100 to 150 men six day: 
a week in killing fifty horses a weel 
for this purpose. This should be o 
advantage in the Gleichen district anc 
especially on the Blackfoot Indian re 
serve as there are thousands of horse: 
eating off the range that are not use- 
ful for hardly any other purpose. 

The new plant will provide a 
commercial use for the wild anc 
nondescript “broomtails” which in- 
fest the western ranges. The com- 
mercial products of fthe plant wil 
include horseflesh for human con- 
sumption in Europe. None of thit 
meat will be offered for sale in either 
Canada or the United States, but wil’ 
be exported for exclusive Europear 
distribution through agents at Rot- 
terdam., 

Other by-products will includ 
fertilizer, fox and dog food, and r 
use has also been found for hide: 
and horse hair. 

It is estimated that there are : 
quarter of a million horses running thc 
ranges in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and 
British Columbia. They would be 
rounded up nd purchased in the usual 
way, and then shipped to Calgary 
alive,
